Tentative 
date  for  beginning  its  full-time 
program  is  the  fall  of  1969,  al¬ 
though  Dean  Miller  indicated 
that  students  in  certain  areas 
may  be  able  to  earn  nearly 
full-time  graduate  credit  prior 
to  that  date. 

“I  think  that  approval  of  our 
program  by  the  NCA  speaks 
exceedingly  well  for  the  facul¬ 
ty  and  deans  who  did  a  great 
deal  of  work  on  the  prelimin¬ 
ary  study  and  for  the  students 
who  talked  with  the  visiting 
NCA  team,”  President  Foster 
commented. 

Dr.  Miller  noted  that  the  col¬ 
lege  will  also,  continue  its  coop¬ 
erative  program  for  the  MEd 
degree  with  the  University  of 
Missouri.  More  than  100  grad¬ 
uate  students  are  currently  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  evening  and  Sat¬ 
urday  cooperative  program 
with  the  University.

Miss  Barbara  Palling  Capitalizes  on  Drama 
To  Enliven  Routine  Classroom  Procedures

“Have  you  ever  been  in  a 
class  of  pudding  faces’?  It’s  a 
model  class,  but  one  whose 
faces  freeze  and  no  one  par¬ 
ticipates  in  the  discussion.” 

This  is  an  example  of  the 
terminology  used  by  Miss  Bar¬ 
bara  Palling  in  describing  her 
childi’en’s  literature  English 


classes.  She  enjoys  her  youth¬ 
ful  students  because  she  feels 
their  brains  haven’t  “ossified” 
yet,  but  she  also  has  some  def¬ 
inite  ideas  concerning  the  way 
a  subject  should  be  presented 
to  students. 

“First,  the  teacher  must 
enjoy  teaching,  the  subject 
he  is  teaching,  and  his  stu¬ 
dents.  Educating  is  a 'two- 
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way  process,  the  teacher 
teaches,  and  the  students 
learn;  therefore,  learning 
should  be  meaningful  to 
the  student.  He  shouldn’t 
just  memorize  out  of  fear 
of  flunking  but  should  be 
able  to  see  a  reason  for 
learning  and  a  way  to 
apply  it  in  his  life.” 

A  native  Kansan,  Miss  Pall¬ 
ing  was  graduated  from  Kan¬ 
sas  State  Teachers  .College, 
Pittsburg,  with  a  double  major 
in  library  science  and  history. 
At  first  she  wanted  to  become 
a  history  teacher,  but  changed 
her  mind  after  practice  teach¬ 
ing. 

In  1955  she  came  to  NWMSC, 
where  she  began  work  as  a 
cataloguer.  After  several  years 
she  took  a  leave  of  absence 
and  gained  her  Master’s  de¬ 
gree  in  library  science  from 
Denver  University.  She  return¬ 
ed  here  to  sei-ve  as  a  refer¬ 
ence  librarian  until  this  year 
when  she  began  full  -  time 
teaching.  She  is  also  busy 
helping  set  up  classes  for  the 
first  Library  Science  major, 
w'hich  will  be  offered  at 
NWMSC  in  the  fall. 

Her  wonderful  sense  of 
humor  is  in  evidence  when 
she  (ells  you  about  her  cat. 
Catfish,  “who  isn’t  really 
a  cat  at  all,  but  a  war- 
lock.” 

Miss  Palling  explained,  'T 
live  in  a  small  duplex,  and  I 
can  search  everywhere  for  that 
cat,  under  the  bed,  behind 
chairs,  in  closets,  and  he’s  no¬ 
where  to  be  found,  but  the  mo¬ 
ment  I  sit  down,  he  appears 
out  of  thin  air.  Also,  he  only 
answers  to  a  whistle  instead  of 
the  usual,  ‘Here,  kitty.’  ” 

How  many  teachers  do  you 
know  who,  instead  of  proudly 
showing  pictures  of  their 
grandchildren  or  favorite 
nieces  and  nephews,  show  pic¬ 
tures  of  ineir  cat?  Miss  Palling 
does! 

There  has  been  a  big  in¬ 
crease  in  the  enrollment  of  the 
children’s  literature  classes  in 
recent  years.  Originally  the 
classes  met  in  the  Horace 
Mann  Library  and  read  stories 
to  the  elementary  grades.  This

Dialogue  met  Monday  evening  with  Union 
joard  executive  members,  and  Bob  Dickey, 
iponsor,  to  discuss  the  Board’s  problems 
in  planning,  advertising,  and  executing 
lleir  activities  for  the  NWMSC  student 
'tody. 

Union  leaders  in  attendance  were  Joe 
iLogan,  Ed  Lainbright,  and  Kenneth  Bas- 

icd.  ,  , 

The  group  discussed  the  possibility  of  em¬ 
ploying  more  aggressive  and  impressive 
advertising  methods.  Possibilities  proposed 
iicluded  placing  activities  schedules  on 
foch  cafeteria  table,  installing  an  outdoor 
public  address  system,  adding  more  variety 
(0  the  calendar  in  the  newspaper,  and  de¬ 
signing  more  attractive,  outstanding  pos¬ 
ters.  Union  Board  representatives  reported 
they  noiv  have  the  services  of  an 
I  artist  amt  a  full-time  sign  printer. 

Upon  inquiries  about  the  continuation 
of  formal  dances,  Mr.  Dickey  stated 
that  in  the  future  such  dances  as  (he 
Christinais  Dance  and  the  Tower  Dance 
would  be  held  in  the  Blue  Room.  The 
Board  feels  (he  Blue  Room  will  be 
easier  to  decorate  and  will  provide  a 
more  suitable  atmosphere  than  the 
gymnasium  docs  for  such  dancc.s.  Since 
alicndiince  has  not  been  great  at  recent 
formal  dunces,  the  rtfoiii  should  be  large 
enongii  to  hold  the  crowd. 

The  Board  hopes  that  the  Union  will  be¬ 
come  a  more  frequented  center  of  acti¬ 
vity  when  the  new  addition  is  completed. 
New  facilities  will  include  a  bowling  alley, 
and  later  a  craft  shop  and  a  dark  ■  room 
will  be  added. 


Joe  Logan  explained  tiie  set-up  of  the 
Union  Board.  It  consists  of  four  executive 
officers  and  five  committees  each  headed 
by  two  co-chairmen.  Any  person  wishing 
to  serve  on  a  Union  Board  committee 
should  file  an  application  in  tiie  Union 
director’s  office. 

The  student,  if  qualified,  will  be  placed 
on  a  committee.  He  must  serve  on  a 
committee  for  one  academic  year  before 
-  he  is  eligible  to  be  appointed  a  co-chair¬ 
man.  Appointments  are  made  according 
to  merit. 

Ill  answer  to  students’  requests,  for 
big  name  entertainment,  the  Unlom 
Board  pointed  out  that  it  runs  on  a  bud¬ 
get  as  do  all  other  campus  organiza¬ 
tions.  It  simply  docs  not  have  the  funds 
to  sponsor  big  name  entertainment 
every  week  or  month.  In  addition,  there 
arc  also  many  conflicts  in  scheduling 
such  entertainment. 

The  Union  Board  representatives  be¬ 
lieve  the  best  advertisement  iliey  have 
is  made  by  word  of  mouth.  If  students 
read  about  events,  they  should  teU  their 
friends  if  they  liked  them.  Perhaps  their 
friends  will  attend  the  next  all-campus 
event. 

The  Union  Board  appreciates  hearing 
student  opinion  both  pro  and  con  on  tlie 
events  they  sjronsor.  This  gives  tlicm  an 
idea  of  what  activities  to  repeat  and  also 
those  to  disregard  in  the  future. 

Board  leaders  also  welcome  any  reason¬ 
able  suggestions  for  student  activities  they 
could  sponsor.  Suggestions  may  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  any  Union  Board  member.
